CATS ON THE FARM. 


More Apt to Kill Chickens and Birds 
Than Rats. 
Many an innocent hawk, skunk, ow l 
aud weasel h a s been sh o t fo r the deeds 
<>r that sleek highwayman, the b o u se 
cat. 
It la safe to say that this ma­ 
rauder, which enjoys ail the c o m fo rts 
and protection o f a home, destroy* in 
the aggregate more wild birds and 
young poultry than all the native nat­ 
ural enemies combined. 
A cat baa 
been known to kill a whole brood o f 
chickens in a day, a feat unequaled by 
any predaceous animal, with the pos­ 
sible exception of the mink. Others lo 
the course of a season have practically 
destroyed whole coveys of quail o r 
grouse or nests full of young so n g ­ 
sters 
A well known naturalist esti­ 
mates that in the New England states 
alone I ,500,<Xj0 birds are destroyed s a ­ 
una fly by cats. 
The offender Is not so o fte n th e w ell 
fed household pet as It is th e a b a n - 
doned aud neglected outcasL 
In 1905 
the Society For the in v e n tio n o f C ru ­ 
elty to Animals In New 
Y ork city 
killed monthly an average o f 6,000 
sick. injured or homeless cats—a to ta l 
for the year of over 70,0*JO. 
A co n ­ 
siderable proportion of these w e re p e ts 
abandoned by people who had g o n e to 
the country for the summer. 
Moreover, summer visitors to the 
mountains or seashore sometimes take 
with them their cats. which, on their 
return home, are too often left behind 
to swell the b**al overflow and make 
serious Inroads on the birds of the re- 
gi n. 
It is safe to assume that In the 
rest of the state outside of New York 
city as many cats follow a nomadic 
life as In the city, and lf we assume 
that each cat kills one bird a week we 
have a grand total of over 3.500.000 
birds destroyed annually. In the milder 
I •• rts of our country, as In the chapar­ 
ral region of California, where bird 
life Is abundant, cats often revert to a 
seniiwild state and never revisit their 
old homes except for plunder 
Sports- 
r en and bird lovers should be ever 
watchful ain! whenever possible re­ 
move marauding cats from the coverts. 
The principal reasons given for keep­ 
ing cats are their attractiveness as 
house pets. their usefulness as com­ 
panions for children and their alleged 
value as rat and mouse killers. 
It la 
Impossible at present to obtain correct 
f :nres on the subject, but it Is safe 
to say that few j*ersons during a nor- 
r ’Mi lifetime nm across more than half 
a dozen cats that habitually attack 
mrs. 
Occasionally a hunter cat Is 


f( mid which seems to delight in catch­ 
ing rats, gophers or ground squirrels. 
It Is a common experience to find prem­ 
ise* that are well supplied with rata 
overrun with rats and mice. 
At a cur­ 
tain ranch in the west a member of 
the agricultural department in W ash­ 
ington trapped eight mice In bls bed. 
although there were eight cats on the 
ranch. 


W ealthy Horseman Stabbed. 
New York, Nov. I.—R. L. Thomas. 
a wealthy lumber merchant of Paris, 
Ky.. and an owner of rare horses, was 
stabbed by Carroll Shilling, a Jockey, 
at the Sheepshead Bay race track. Mr. 
Thomas tried to Induce Shilling to 
sign a contract with him to ride next 
jeer. Shilling refused to do this, say 
ing he wished to go to his home in 
Texas The owner and Jockey, accord 
ing to reports, had quite a heated ar 
gument. and Thomas is said to have* 
struck Shilling. 
Shilling when he was 
struck backed away from the turfman 
and put his hand on his pocket. Fear­ 
ing that he was going to draw a gun. 
Thomas rushed In. but instead of a 
gun Shilling pulled a long thin pen­ 
knife. which he plunged into Thomas’ 
left side near the heart.

Facts About the Potato. 
An authority tells us that the potato 
bas a large and unique relationship. 
Tobacco, tomatoes, eggplant and pep­ 
lum belong to the family. 
Probably 
that Is wtiy the potato bug is so often 
destructive to these crops. It Is asked, 
"How can a potato grow other potato 
vines from the eyes since It Is not a 
r«* t, fruit or seed?” That Is answered 
by way of Illustration: A stem of al­ 
most any plant will produce another 
plant from the place where the leaves 
come out on It. 
If one will break off 
a piece of rosebush and plant It In a 
favorable place It will produce another 
rosebush. Just as a potato will produce 
another vine. 
In a wild state the potato vine Is 
very hardy and will grow to a consid­ 
erable height. 
It Is said that the In-

dians did not cultivate the potato ex­ 
cep t 
for Its leaves, 
which 
became 
known as their tobacco; hence the 
leaves and stalks of tobacco are large, 
but there are no signs of potatoes at 
the mots.

On account of the starch they con­ 
tain. |>otatoes are valuable as food.

she was one of those fresh hearted 
girls, at th at attractive age wheu they 
have just readied womanhood, whom 
m ature meu love to gaze upon and 
boys either do uot appreciate or are 
ready to comm it suicide for. I saw her 
at dinner iii evening dress and was al­ 
most ready to comm it suicide for her 
myself. 
Above the table line was the 
round bust, white shoulders slopiug 
into a lovely neck, lips parted in a i**r- 
(K»tual smile, eyes laughing, too. and 
a m ass of black hair parted on the side 
of the head. Beside her was the young 
man who had played shuffleboard as 
her partner, aud it was plain that lie 
was enthralled.

Johnstow n, Pa., Nov. L — Twelve 
men were killed in the Cam bria Steel 
com pany’s coal mine, two miles from 
here, as the result of what is supposed 
to have been a dynam ite explosion. 
Three men escaped with their lives 
by a perilous climb on life ladders 
through poisonous mine gas and falling 
slate up the steep walls of the main 
shaft. At the tim e of the explosion 
only fifteen workmen, all track layers, 
were in the mine. 
It is not expected th at the cause of 
th e explosion will 
ever be learned 
from the men who were at work in 
the mine, as the three who made their j 
way to the surface are lying in the 
Cam bria hospital here at the point of 
death. They were alm ost suffocated by 
the smoke during their perilous clim b .( 
Find Bodies Close Together. 
The explosion occurred as the work- 1 
men were putting their tools away at 
the end of their day’s work. The con-1 
cushion caused by the terrific su b te r-: 
raaean blast caused many windows in 
the mining village surrounding the 
Cambria m ine to he broken into bits., 
Hundreds of persons gathered at the 
mine entrance within an in cred ib le: 
spare of time. 
A fore** of men. working in shifts, * 
began clearing the debris and fallen 
slate* in the lower levels of the mine 
where the explosion occurred. It was 
hours before th e workers gained per-. 
centi hie headway. W hen the final bar-j 
Tier of rocks was passed the rescue 
party 
found 
twelve 
huddled 
forms 
close together, the bodies indicating 
the men had died of suffocation. 
Mine officials refused definite infor­ 
mation as to the cause of the disaster. J 
saying they were awaiting th e arrival j 
oi -tate mine exam iners before issu in g ’ 
a statem ent. 
Say Dynamite Exploded. 
The dead were brought to the mine 
mouth. 
None of the bodies have y e t : 
beer identified. W ork tags correspond­ 
ing with the checks of the killed la 
borers art not yet available. 
T he cause of the mine explosion is 
in dispute. A majority of those about 
the mine mouth and the rescue party 
'a v the accident was undoubtedly the 
r e -” lt of an explosion of dynamite. 
bn* none officials deny that the ex 
pl >! >n could have been caused by the 
explosive, stating that all powder and 
Planting m aterial was removed from 
the mine at the close of work on Sat­ 
urday.

Building Material. 
The question of building material is 
an im portant one on the farm where 
there Is much building to be done 
Lum ber is undoubtedly th e most con 
venient and in most cases probably 
the cheapest also. 
When durability is 
considered, however, lum ber is inferior 
to other materials. 
This is especially 
true of the quality of lum ber that is 
coming ob the market in the last few 
rears. 
Cement bas been much lauded as a 
building m aterial. 
It has many uses 
eed advantages. There is a tendency, 
however, to overestim ate the value of 
it end to look a t It as the best 
m ateriel under ell conditions 


ment blocks may be used in the same , 
m anner as the building tile. 
Roofs and Floors. 
There are many roofing m ateriels 
that can be used in place of shingles. 
Some of these can he purc hased a little 
chestier, but in lasting qualities they J 
are little better thau good shingles. , 
The life of shingles can be increased J 
1 bree or four times by treating them j 
with creosote as described in article * 
I. 
The only trouble with this is the 1 
discomfort of handling the treated 
shingles. 
For floors there is nothing better 
than cement. Cement floors are much 
more durable than any other kind and 
cost only a little more to start with. 
For the sm aller buildings the floor can 
lie built first and the building aet on 
it with no other foundation. 
Heavy 
buildings, like barns, should have solid 
stone foundations. The hog house floor 
may be built to extend out about 
twelve feet on each side, thus making 
a clean feeding floor for the fattening 
hogs or a sunning place for the early 
pigs. 
The foundation for a cem ent floor 
should consist of six inches or more 
of cinders or gravel. 
If the location 
is not high aud well drained a line of 
tile should tie laid through this mate­ 
rial to carry away any w ater that may 
collect. 
On this foundation a layer of 
con* rote should be laid three to five 
inches thick, according to the purpose 
for which the floor is to be used. 
Horse stable floors need to be much 
stronger than those for a hog bouse 
or machine shed. 
For mo6t farm pur- 
Itones the best proportions to mix thia 
concrete are one part eemeut, three 
parts clean sand and six parts broken 
stone or gravel. Thia should be spread 
smoothly and tamped. 
As soon as it 
has set for a few houri it it ready 
for the finishing coat. 
A finishing or wearing surface is nec­ 
essary where the floor is subject to 
mu* b use. 
It is also smoother and 
••asier to keep clean. 
It should be 
made of one part portland cement to 
one and one-half parts sand and be put 
• rn to a depth of from one to ODC and 
one-hiif inches. 
Aa soon as it has be 
gun to set it can lie grooved Into block* 
about six inches square to prevent the 
anim als 
from 
slipping. 
The 
floor 
should lie covered with about an inch 
**f sand and sprit!kled daily for two or 
three weeks, when it will tie ready for 
use. 
Cement Tank*. 
Cement tanks are durable and cora­ 
ls natively cheap. 
Several atnall oues 
in the different yard*, connected with 
he well or with an elevated tank by 
underground pipes, are a great con- 
ethence. 
The w ater in small tanks la 
hang**! often aud ben* e is kept fresh 
Where the pumping is done by a w ind 
mill there is danger of a small tank 
going dry during a calm, but with a 
storage tank or a gasoline engine to 
pump this trouble is eliminated. 
A foundation of gravel or cinders 
should be made mu* b th** same as for 
ii floor. 
Rough boards can lie used to 
make forms. These should be greased 
on the inside, the concrete mixed to 
the consistency of jelly and inured in 
and tamped. 
Woven wire make* good 
re-euforeing for small tanks. 
For lar 
ger ones steel rods will lie needed. The 
proper m ixture for a concrete tank Is 
eight parts cement, two parts sand 
and four parts gravel. The side walla 
should slope outw ard toward the top.

Gifts 
to Enable the Government to 
Save Big Treee. 
On** of the most public spirited gifts 
ever made to the government 
ch me 
•luring the year from William Kent of 
Chi*-tigo, who has deeded to the Cnit- 
ed Slates 295 acres of prime val red- 
forest od the southern slope of 
Mount 
Tamalpais, 
about 
six 
miles 
trom the city of San Francisco. 
This 
grove is one of few remaining tracts 
of r***!wood forest to tie found in its 
natural state in California. 
At the 
request of Mr. Kent it will lie called 
the Muir woods. In honor of John Muir, 
the noted naturalist. 
The destruction 
of r«<iwood by lumbering has been 
very rapid during the last decade. The 
large timber In the Muir woods has 
escaped the ax partly because of its 
location and partly because the former 
owners of the tract have protected It 
Now that the gift has been accepted 


trad In tin* state o7 California is s** 
easily accessible to so many people. 
Its great educational value, together 
with the fact that it is a pleasure 
ground for all those who live In or 
visit this part of California, makes 
the woods an ideal national monument. 
By an act of congress passed Feb. 
IS, 19(H), a way was found to save foe 
all time one of the most famous groves 
of trees in the world—the Calaveras 
big tree grove of California. 
For more 
than nine years the people of Califor­ 
nia. particularly the 500 women of the 
California club, have been working to 
Interest the government In protecting 
the big trees from destruction. 
The 
act finally passed by congress provides 
for the acquisition of the grove by an 
exchange which mill give its former 
owner stumpage or other forest lands 
owned by the government in place of 
the timber in the grove. 
No appropri­ 
ation is needed to carry out the a c t 
The land to be acquired under the 
act includes 4.000 acres, of which 960 
acres, known at the north grove, are in 
Calaveras county, and 3.040. known as 
the south grove, are In Tuolumne coun­ 
ty. 
There are 1,380 big trees in the 
grove, not counting specimens less than 
six feet In diam eter 
Besides the big 
trees, whose scientific name is Sequoia 
washlngtonlana. there are hundreds of 
sugar and yellow pines ranging to the 
height of 275 feet and often having a 
diam eter of eight or ten feet, as well 
as many white firs and incense cedars. 
In the north grove there are ten trees 
each of which Is over twenty-five feet 
In diam eter and more than seventy 
from fifteen to twenty-five feet in di­ 
ameter.

Not honest failure, ill health, Anam 
elal reverse or any other external 
contingency has in it the power 
completely dull the brightness cf tho 
sun, take pink from daw n or sunset, 
extinguish the zest and worth of liv­ 
ing. but only sin and wrongdoing.
